The few words which President Wilson 
spoke to the several thousand people who 
gathered outside of his home in Washing­ 
ton recently can 
hardly 
be said to have 
broken the admirable silence which he has 
maintained regarding public affairs since 
his retirement from the presidency. 
A et it 
may as well be taken for granted that they 
will be so regarded by Mr. Wilson’s in­ 
veterate enemies and that his brief refer­ 
ence to the League of Nations will be made 
the excuse for bitter attacks upon him. 
Great as has been the reaction towards 
.Wilson and the Wilson policy in foreign af­ 
fairs, the haired of those who hate him has 
not grown less. 
On the contrary, it seems 
to have grown greater, intensified perhaps 
by the fact that in the minds of the people 
at large the former president is becoming 
every day at once a loftier and a more ap­ 
pealing figure. There are some of his news­ 
paper opponents who now stick at nothing 
in their efforts to do him further injury and 
to check the rising tide of public opinion 
in hig favor. 
Thus 
in recent 
weeks the 
most despicable attacks have been made 
upon him in connection with the book by 
Ray Stanard Baker to whom Mr. Wilson 
tunned over certain papers bearing upon 
the conference at Taris. 
“There can be no d ou b t/’ said Mr. Wil­ 
son in his brief talk to the thousands of ad­ 
mirers who gathered in front of his house 
in what was evidently a very remarkable 
demonstration, 
“of the 
vitality 
of 
the 
League of Nations. 
It will take care of it­ 
self, and those who do not regard it will 
have to look out for themselves. 
I have no 
anxiety for it. 
My only anxiety is to see 
our great people turn 
their 
faces in the 
right direction and 
move 
with all their 
force." 
Restrained and dignified and general in 
its terms as that statement is, and totally 
devoid as it is of any reflection upon the 
present administration, it w ill be enough to 
set off the batteries of hate. 
But what, af­ 
ter all, will that matter? 
Mr. Wilson we 
may be sure, will not mind; and the effect 
can only be to give new impetus to the reac­ 
tion in his favor and to hasten the consum­ 
mation which 
he desires. 
Slowly, 
very 
slowly, a fraction of an inch at a time, we 
are turning our faces in the right direction. 
W e have 
forfeited 
the 
leadership 
that 
might have been ours, we have retarded in­ 
stead of helping the recovery of the world. 
But the compulsion of events is wringing 
from the republicans themselves confession 
of their folly, their pettiness, their colossal 
blundering, and little by little they are be­ 
ing compelled to return to the broad poli­ 
cies which Mr. Wilson 
championed .and

creep! the fact that he was their champion.

ism. 
It has its feet planted squarely 
on the ground. 
In the bulk it is con­ 
servative in that it has

and 
houses and investments and other pos­ 
sessions to conserve. 
“In the bulk there is nothing in com­ 
mon between 
these 
insurgents and 
socialism, nothing in common between 
them and bolshevism. 
Like all other 
men they are enormously more radical 
without 
responsibility 
than 
they 
would be with it. 
Responsibility tem­ 
pers extravagance. 
“This wade insurgent movement has 
given much concern to the nation. But 
it is w ell to keep in mind the fact that 
these insurgents 
are 
Americans and 
that the calm 
common 
sense of the 
Americans always 
saves 
them from 
disaster and lands them on their feet.” 
This is an interesting bit of analysis and 
comment and It reveals a notable change in 
the attitude of the Herald. 
Only a few* 
weeks ago that thorough-going republican 
paper had no good

to say for the 
agrarian movement. 
Its policy then was 
to hammer the

could. 
The change in its attitude is inter­
